LISBON — The current cutback 
in certain Columbiana County op­ 
erating funds, revealed in the 1961 
appropriation, is expected to be 
repeated in 1962, officials at the 
Courthouse indicated today. 
Less carryover of funds f r o m 
I960 than in previous years was 
cited as among the reasons the 
county general fund has been trim­ 
med some $38,000. 


A SIMILAR drop in carryover 
is due for next year, but additional 
revenue is expected for 1963 when 
the new upward revised property 
reappraisal will be in effect on tax­ 
es for 1962, 
The decline in carryover funds 
from 1960 stemmed from expendi­ 
tures of over $11)0.000 which had 
not originally been planned. 
This is shown in the $11,813 set 
aside for “unanticipated emergen­ 
cies" this year compared to $111,- 
665 last year. 
Commissioners appropriated $3,- 
380,246 for 1961, compared to the 
record high appropriation of $3,- 
532,458 of last year. 
Commissioners Walter Hunston 
and Galen Greenisen, Republicans, 
voted in support of the appropria­ 
tion measure, while Commissioner 
Frank of Wellsville, Democrat, did 


not vote, having gone before the 
meeting ended. 


THE ACTUAL amount of reve­ 
nue certified to the commissioners 
by the County Budget Commission 
totals $3.441,059—including $1,129,- 
328 for the general fund and $2,- 
311,726 for other funds. 
The commissioners, however, ap­ 
propriated $60,813 less than the 
anticipated 
revenue, 
indicating 
there was not as great need for 
some funds as scheduled. For ex­ 
ample, the Budget Commission set 
aside some $89,000 for bond retire­ 
ment while only about $40,000 may 
be required. 
This year’s general fund — set 
at $1,129,328 compared to $1,168,238 
last year — will obtain revenue 
f r o m real estate t a x e s , office 
fees, fines and state rebates on cig­ 
arette and sales taxes. 
The rem ainder — $2,311,726 — 
will come from gasoline and state 
license fees and state and federal 
funds administered by the com­ 
missioners.

Ohio’s House 
Sets Vote On 
Ethics Code 


Designed To Keep 
Slate Officials And 
Legislators Straight 


. COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - The 
Ohio House votes today on a bill 
to keep state officials—including 
legislators—on the straight and nar­ 
row. 
Two years ago, Democratic Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle asked a legis­ 
lature dominated by his own party 
to adopt a bill defining conflict 
of interest. He got nowhere. 
Now, a Republican • controlled 
legislature seems inclined to adopt 
a code of ethics for state officials 
and their employes and for law­ 
makers and their employes pat­ 
terned after a New York State 
law. 
The m easure coming up in the 
House today prohibits any of those 
people from: 
Engaging in 
any business or 
professional activity or incurring 
any obligation in substantial con­ 
flict with the proper discharge of 
their duties. 
Accepting any other employment 
which will im pair their independ­ 
ence of judgment. 
Using any confidential informa­ 
tion acquired in the course of offi 
cial duties for the furtherance of 
personal interests. 
Using their official positions to 
secure unwarranted privileges or 
exemptions for themselves or for 
others. 
Engaging in any transaction, as 
a representative or the state, with 
any business in which the officer, 
legislator or employe has a direct 
or indirect financial interest which 
might reasonably conflict with the 
proper discharge of official duties. 
Violators would be subject to 
maximum fines of $500 and im­ 
prisonment up to one year, or 
both. 
In essence, the code of ethics 
which the Republican legislature 
appears ready to enact into law 
is rem arkably similar to the code 
which DiSalle imposed upon ad­ 
ministrative officials two years 
ago when his conflict-of-interest 
bill failed to win legislative ap­ 
proval.

Today's Conference 
Focused On Bid For 
Cease-Fire In Laos 


WASHINGTON (AP) - British 
Prim e Minister Harold Macmillan 
and President Kennedy met today 
for talks on world problems. 
Of foremost concern was the 
crisis in Laos and prospects for a 
cease-fire there. 
A fleet of limousines brought 
the British leader and his ranking 
foreign affairs advisers into the 
White House three minutes ahead 
of the scheduled start of three 
days of intensive policy discus­ 
sions. 
A bright sun poured down, but 
the air was cool and crisp. 
Macmillan 
went 
directly 
into 
the White House and was ushered 
to Kennedy s office where he was 
greeted by the President. 
The whole party then was es­ 
corted by Kennedy to the White 
House rose gardens just outside 
the presidential office, for pic­ 
tures. 
The Cabinet room was chosen 
for the formal discussions. 
Although many problems of cold 
war strategy were due to be con­ 
sidered, 
today’s 
conversations 
were expected to concentrate on 
the rather complex British pro­ 
posal for a Laotian cease-fire. 
The British have received indi­ 
cations from the Soviets that Rus­ 
sia will accept the British plan for 
a verified cease-fire before the be­ 
ginning of 14-nation talks on pac­ 
ification of the troubled Asian na­ 
tion. 
Kennedy, leaving an administra­ 
tion 
policy 
conference 
at 
the 
State Department Tuesday night, 
said that “the cease-fire is what 
we are most anxious to have, and 
we are hopeful that . . . we’ll 
have one.” 
But the critical situation in the 
distant Southeast Asian kingdom 
was only one of many major 
issues scheduled for discussion at 
the White House meeting. Others 
include

China and a growing movement 
to give it U.N. membership, the 
Cuban and Congo situations, the 
prospect of a crisis later this year 
over Berlin, and the stalemate 
in negotiations with Moscow for 
a nuclear weapon^ test ban treaty.

they work in its industries. 
A hearing will be held April 13 
on the legality of the $10 occu­ 
pation tax on resident and non­ 
resident alike. 
Atty. Robert Masters, borough 
solicitor, filed the answer to an 
appeal of the Tri-State Citizens’ 
Committee 
March 
23. 
Borough 
Council adopted the occupation tax 
Feb 23 on all employed in t h e 
borough with collection to begin 
June I. 
The citizens’ committee, c o m ­ 
posed of non-residents employed 
in Midland, contends that the bor­ 
ough, under Act 481, “the tax-any- 
thing-law,” can not levy a tax on 
persons living in other municipali­ 
ties. Atty. R. Clifton Hood of Bea 
ver Falls is representing the com­ 
mittee. 
Midland, in its answer, says the 
occupation tax was enacted in con 
formity to Act 481. It said the tax 
is justified since 80 per cent of 
those employed in Midland in nor­ 
mal times live outside the b o r ­ 
ough yet receive benefits of gov­ 
ernment and pay nothing for them. 
It believes that residents must 
pay for extra police protection and 
street maintenance which a l s o 
benefits non-residents. 
The borough claims the new tax 
is non-discriminatory 
and valid 
concerning non-residents. 
It contends that the tax shifts 
the burden of local taxation from 
real estate to a more equitable 
distribution upon those receiving 
the benefit of municipal services, 
according to the purpose of A c t 
481. 
The borough recently lowered 
its millage on real estate from 16 
to 13 mills. 
T h e $60,000, which the tax is de­ 
signed to produce is far less than 
the cost of the borough for extra 
services necessary to accommo­ 
date 
non-resident 
employes, 
it 
claims. The tax would amount to 
about 84 cents a year per em­ 
ploye. 
According to the borough’s an­ 
swer, the 
York 
School 
District 
case, cited by the citizens’ com­ 
mittee, does not fit the Midland 
situation. 
The borough said the York tax 
was a sort of graduated income 
tax and not a flat rate such as 
Midland’s and that it concerned 
school districts and not borough 
governments The Judge ruled in 
that case that a person can be 
taxed where he lives and n o t 
where he works.

Complaints are coming in that 
beavers are invading farm ponds, 
plugging up road culverts a n d 
flooding low lands, making a por­ 
tion of farmland too wet to plow. 
No doubt the state will send in 
an expert trapper to remove these 
nusiance beavers alive and release 
them in sections of the state where 
they are not likely to do damage. 


THOMAS STEIN, near L a k e 
Guilford, operates a 500-acre truck 
and fruit farm. Water is a must, so 
Thomas spent many hours operat 
ing a bulldozer and spent about 
$1,500 building a farm pond in or 
der to acquire the water for ir­ 
rigating purposes.

And 
if the dam is located in the Beaver 
Creek drainage area, chances are 
they will be smallmouth bass. 
Actually, this fisherman in ques­ 
tion doesn’t have to take an ex­ 
pensive trip up to Canadian wa­ 
ters.

House Begins Studies 
Needle Pattern 
Hearings Open On Tighter 
.Anti-Discrimination Law 


By REVIEW CORRESPONDENT 
COLUMBUS — The industry and 
labor committee of the Ohio House 
has opened hearings on a bill aim­ 
ed at stiffer enforcement of the 
state’s 80 - year • old anti-discrim- 
ation law. 
The measure, which has t h e 
blessing of the Republican leader­ 
ship. would give the Ohio C i v i l 
Rights Commission the power to 
take action against stores, restau­ 
rants, hotels, theaters and other 
places of public accommodation. 
The commission, which was es­ 
tablished by the 1959 Legislature 
to enforce Ohio’s New Fair Em­ 
ployment Practices Act. asked for 
the legislation after an extensive 
study of discrimination in s u c h 
places throughout the state. 
Several of the ll witnesses who 
appeared at the hearing testified 
the present law, passed in 1884, is 
not effective in preventing discrim­ 
inatory practices because of var­ 
ious restraints on bringing action 
under its provisions. 
It provides for a fine of $50 to 


transients or others who are dis­ 
criminated against " 
Van Alstyne testified there has 
been no recorded case of a crim­ 
inal action under the old law since 
1917, although some cases h a v e 
been brought in local courts. 
Backers of the bill said the com­ 
mission would handle public ac­ 
commodation cases in the s a rn e 
confidential way it conciliates em­ 
ployment cases. They said t h i s 
would help to eliminate discrim­ 
ination in the future w:thout stir­ 
ring public tensions or punishing 
or embarrassing proprietors f o r 
past acts.

Rep. Gail Porterfield, R-Knox, 
told the committee he does not 
believe the loss of $15 million 
revenues would seriously hamper 
the state program. 
He testified that the present 
financing system for the Depart­ 
ment of Highway Safety has kept 
local governments from getting 
the full benefit of auto registra 
tion increases because the cost 
of the department has increased 
from $5 million in 1953 to $15 
million currently. 
“Of course, some of this is 
because of higher highway safety 
costs, including the State High­

Patrol,” 
Porterfield said. 
“ But I suspect part of the in­ 
crease that the money is easily 
available for ‘skimming off the 
top’ of the license tax revenue 
before it is distributed to local 
governments.” 
‘Never Adequate’
